I Weather | 
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By John R. Lonborg 
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Television has Dr. George, but the Sierra Madic 
News now has John Lonborg as the specialist m 

all the weather out there. 

With the retirement of Loren Metzger as die 
Sierra Madre News Official Unofficial Weathcrm.ui, 
came the need for another high-degreed (pardon ilie 
pun) reporter and along came Lonborg who has 
been providing The News with temperatures loi a 
long time — since the death of Rudolph Hartman, 
in fact. 

Lonborg, a Sierra Madrean for 23 years, vvill 
take his readings from a Taylor minimum mavi- 
mum thermometer and a Brookstone graduated ram 
gauge. The thermometer is in Fahrenheit but he al'O 
converts to Centigrade with the help of his computer. 
“It’s an easy formula, particularly for my compu¬ 
ter,” Lonborg grins. 

He records all temperatures in the morning 
in Fahrenheit and resets the thermometer. “1 must 
do this before the daytime high exceeds that of the 
day before. These readings are the previous 
day’s high and overnight low which occurs between 
midnight and 6 a.m. Our temperatures are being 


spread out over a 24-hour period.” 

Each Sunday he does the readings by hand, en¬ 
ters them into the computer and converts to Centi¬ 
grade using a custom dBase program. 

1 or the rainfall, his Brookstone is the cone 
type of gauge because it is simple and because it 
is more accurate since we have only small amounts 
of rainfall here in Southern California. “There are 
no downpours and short storms are relatively m- 
trctjuciu." 

The guugic rciids in inches and millimeters. 
“It’s simple, hard plastic and is inexpensive. And it 
lasts a long time,” Lonborg notes. 

After each storm he records and then dumps 
the gauge. This gauge is accurate to within l/l(X)th 
of an inch, he says. He keeps it facing north 
(because that’s what Rudy Hartman advised him to 
do years ago) and he keeps it standing away from 
backyard trees (because that’s what Rudy Hartman 
advised). 

John has many more interests than m wea¬ 
ther, however.

There were things 1 wanted to learn 
this week, and as I looked through my book¬ 
shelves, I decided that L. Frank Baum’s 
classic, “The Wonderful Wizard of Oz” was 
just the book to teach me. 

I wanted to learn about brains and heart 
and courage. 1 felt a certain homesickness. 

1 wanted to remember that we have all been 
blessed with magical silver shoes that can get us 
where we need to go when we are ready to go 
there. 

1 had never read the book before, but 
who doesn’t know the story? MGM gave it 
to us complete with Munchkins and a glowing 
Emerald City in 1939. Yet, sometimes 1 need to 
see the words that flowed out of the author’s 
pen, and although the film’s visual delight 
exceedingly surpassed black ink on a page, the 
wizard behind the scenes was, indeed, the ima¬ 
gination and understanding of L. Frank Baum. 

i could not help but think it was created 
as a nightly bedtime saga for his children. 
It is a spun tale full of gossamer and plain 
truth that a father would make up to both 
enchant and instruct his children. To pass on 
all he’s learned of the important things in life, 
understanding that childhood is a journey, 
scary and fantastic, with a promise and a hope 
of “happily ever after.” 

Baum’s story sets scenes of wonderful vis¬ 
ual detail, but most fantasies create magic king¬ 
doms, it is Baum’s particular genius that created 
for us and for dear Dorothy, the Scarecrow, 
the Tin Woodsman and the Cowardly Lion.

The four task force committees appointed by 
the City Council to analyze and come up with 
recommendations on various problem areas within 
the city to date have achieved varying results 
ranging from initial organizational efforts to one 
preliminary report already presented to council. 

The Parking Task Force has already submitted 
a preliminary report, presented by Bill Sullivan Jr. at 
the Sept. 9 council meeting and covered in The 
News issue of Sept. 11. 

A more detailed report will be presented at the 
Sept. 25 council meeting by Committee Chairman 
Ed Cline, a traffic engineer, including recommenda¬ 
tions for signage and striping of the various down¬ 
town parking lots, as well as the two-hour and 24- 
hour parking limits reported by Sullivan. 

Members of the committee include, besides 
Cline and Sullivan, William Ching, Marjorie Erton, 
Gil Jorgensen, Sandra Kelly, Don Maxwell, Ruth 
Salem, Sue Slight, Don Swift, Karl Tiegler, Chris¬ 
topher and Carolyn Valencia, police liaison Sgt. 
Larry Lutzow and council liaison Mayor George 
Maurer. 

The Downtown Median Strip Task Force, with 
Don Murphy serving as chair and Patricia Hofer 
as co-chair, has conducted an informal survey of 
merchants along Sierra Madre Blvd. between Baldwin 
and Hermosa to determine their opinions regarding 
the area. 

The survey revealed that a majority of more 
than two to one felt the planters should not remain. 
A majority also felt that a permanent raised me¬ 
dian would be beneficial in solving the illegal U-turn 
problem and most of those favored a raised median 
with planting. 

The committee has also conferred with both the 
fire and police departments, as well as the Rose 


Float Association and the Fourth of July Committee, 
looking at various traffic and safety problems in¬ 
volved in the area. In addition it is studying 
signage and a number of different parking configur¬ 
ations, including the advantage of changing the cur¬ 
rent 45-degree angle parking to 30-degree angles, 
angle parking on the north side of the boulevard, etc. 

The committee expects to reach conclusions 
and be ready to submit its recommendations to coun¬ 
cil in early October. 

Committee members, besides Murphy and Ho¬ 
fer, include Ed Cline, Bill Garr, John Govorchin, 
Nancy McGrain, Gale Papish, Shelby Pope, police 
liaison Sgt. Larry Lutzow and council liaison 
Mayor George Maurer. 

The Waste Management Task Force, with John 
Govorchin as chair, is undertaking a four-pronged 
study of possible expansion and change in the cur¬ 
rent city waste and recycling program. 

The four goals will include expansion of the pre¬ 
sent recycling program to include such items as 
green waste and cardboard, long-term reduction of 
the total amount of waste, safe disposal of hazard¬ 
ous waste and a more equitable method of charging 
for pickup. 

The committee is charged with achieving its 
task before the end of November. 

Members include, besides Govorchin, Tom Aga- 
janian of Newco Disposal, Russ Anderson, Nan 
Carlton, Laurie Cooper, Albert Metzger, Craig 
Osepian of Western Waste and council liaison 
Mayor George Maurer. 

The fourth task force is the Economic Re¬ 
structuring Analysis Committee which is 
charged with looking at downtown revitalization as 
outlined by the Economic Research Associates study. 

This committee has yet to be organized.

John has lived in Sierra Madre since he was 

2 years old, went through the Pasadena School 
system.

Several Sierra Madre parents are watching care¬ 
fully the decision by the State Board ot Lducation 
that approved a recommendation to allow a group 
of homeowners in the county area to secede trom 
the Pasadena Unitied School District to place their 
children in the San Marino School System. The 
vote was 7 to 3 in favor ot the move. 

The full board last week reversed the state deci¬ 
sion made in June that denied the regucsi to secede. 

With this news hitting when it does, the Sierra 
Madre parents who have bombarded the board and 
lost the fight to secede into Arcadia School System 
are coming alive once more. 

Sue Levoe who heads Sierra Madre Parents for 
Better Education (SMPBE) told The News Tues¬ 
day morning, “We are pleased with this decision 
and happy that the San Pasqual group will be allowed 
to exercise their democratic rights and vote tor the 
school district of their choice. We feel that this could 
be precedent-setting and would like some input 
from the community as to how they would like us 
to proceed. We would like to ask anyone who has 
suggestions to contact us at 355-3236. 

Margaret Buckner, who has opposed secession 
of Sierra Madre school children, said, 1 teel it 
would set a precedent which would have state-wide 
implications. There are other districts in our area 
which are facing the same situation. Rowland Heights 
is one of those. It’s upsetting to school districts 
who depend on ADA (Average Daily Attendance) 
for their income. 1 approve of the stand that the 
school district has taken. I understand they are going 
to appeal the state board’s opinion ” 


At the last Pasadena School Board meeting 
last Tuesday evening (Sept. 11) 1? parents told the 
board some of their ideas and goals. 

Virginia Merrill told them at that meeting that 
she hoped they would not launch any new programs 
without supporting the ones they have in existence. 
She said she had looked into the topic of “.pace 
at the school library and the most recent information 
she could find on the subject was dated 1963. 

l.evoc also spoke at this meeting and urged the 
board to attempt to attract lamilics back to the 
school system by “giving the schools back to the 
community.” She said, “If the schools arc accessible 
to all of the families, you’d see more parental par¬ 
ticipation.” 

Levoe also told The News, “I asked the board 
to be honest to parents of the district and stop 
hiding behind lengthy, confusing explanations con 
cerning test scores. If the parents can’t be given the 
facts, they can’t help.” 

Others that evening addressed possible school 
closures (Blair High School), safer campuses (otic 
person talked about her daughter’s having no super¬ 
vision on one of the school playgrounds), help for 
children and parents who speak little English 
(Spanish-speaking children need to rcccicc more at 
tention and be mainstreamed more). 

Asked if SMPBE have any plans tor running 
special candidates for the next year’s school board 
election, Levoe said, "Our only firm plans right now 
are to locate someone who’s qualilicd and willing 
to make the time commitment and, ol course, to 
represent Sierra Madre. We’d also like suggestions 
from the community as to what they d like to sec in a 
candidate.”
